Utility Fee Update for Consumer Price Index (CPI) 
Consumer Price Index Increase for 2021 is 7.5%. Based upon 
Ordinance 2009-03, which provided for keeping revenue in align-
ment with expenses, the water charge will go from $3.80 to $4.09 
and the sewer charge will go from $7.72 to $8.30. The following 
information reflect the changes you should see in the next bill. 

This will be the second year since 2014 we have not had to in-
crease debt service for the Water Resource Recovery Facility.      

 
 
 
 
 
 

The Mayor’s Column—Utility Billing Changes 
In 2006 the Village of Ashville began the 
process of replacing analog water me-
ters with the Neptune Radio Read. In 
2021 we placed the 360 SmartMeter 
software into operation. This allows us to 
collect usage information every month, 
day, and hour. We have replaced 1,179 
meters  and have 355 additional meters 
to replace with the Neptune SmartMeter. 
A new software billing system will allow 
Ashville to provide that information to our 
customers. It will also provide different 
options for paying utility bills.  

The new software company is Muni-Link 
Utility Billing a Link Computer Corpora-
tion. It is a complete, user friendly, 
and intuitive utility billing software solu-
tion that will better integrate our existing 
meter software with the Muni-Link billing. 

 E-billing and built-in CASS certifica-
tion saves time and money. 

 The customer portal provides you 
access to your utility information. 

 Payments made via the portal post 
automatically into your account. 

 It is cloud-based therefore, you can 
access your information 24/7 from 
anywhere. 

It is a utility software program. The Village 
of Ashville will later expand billing capabili-
ties. These capabilities may include plan-
ning & zoning fees, park reservation fees, 
mayor’s court judgements, building fees, 
and some tax fees. (The utility usage in 
June that you receive a bill for in July, will 
be using this new software.) This system 
also offers other important features: 

Data Security 
Their software is hosted at a Tier-4 
World-Class Data Center, keeping data 
safer. 24/7 onsite security officers, 
CCTV, biometric and magnetic key card 
access are just a few of the security 
measures in place. 
Backup and Disaster Recovery 
Included in this service is a monthly subscrip-
tion fee which provides automatic backup of 
data. This will allow for us to restore data 
that could be loss during a disaster.  
Ongoing Development 

Monthly Muni-Link enhancements are 
created based on customer feedback 
and evolving market needs and can 

even include the addition of major fea-
tures. All updates are made available at 
no additional cost without any downtime.

You can speak to a Customer Support 
Specialist. Currently, over 93% of all 
incoming calls for Muni-Link support are 
answered live at the time of the call.

A website built specifically for water and 
sewer providers; used by small and 
large municipal authorities alike.
